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1  SEC.  2.  CLARIFICATION  OF  THE  DEFINITION  OF  HOME- 

2  BOUND. 

3  (a)  In  General— Sections  1814(a)  and  1835(a)  of 

4  the  Social  Security  Act  (42  U.S.C.  1395f(a);  1395n(a)) 

5  are  each  amended  in  the  last  sentence — 

6  (1)  by  striking  "leave  home,"  and  inserting- 

7  "leave  home  and";  and 

8  (2)  by  striking      and  that  absences"  and  aU 

9  that  follows  before  the  period. 

10  (b)  Effective  Date. — The  amendments  made  by 

1 1  subsection  (a)  shaU  apply  to  items  and  services  pro\'ided 

12  on  or  after  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act. 
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
